In a 1937 decision, the Supreme | 


Court held that the 1934 Federal 

Communications Act prohibited 
Saampse of wire-tapping evidence ob- 
med from interstate communica-| 
tions. 

In today’s opinion it held that’ 
the Communications Act also pro-, 
hibited use of evidence obtained | 
from intrrstate commanications. 


Ruling on Intrastate Phase. 


“We hold,” Justice Roberts a4 
in his opinion, “that the broad an 
inclusive language of the eee! 
clause of the section (of the act) | 
is not to be limited by construction 
so as to exclude intrastate com- 
munications from the protection 
against interception and divulg-) 
ence.” 

No dissent was announced to the 
opinion. 

The Justice Department, in a 
brief filed with the court in con- 
nection with arguments on the 
ase, contended that such a deci- 
ion also would “forbid evidence of 
intercepted imtrastate communica- 
tions by state officers in state 
Prosecutions, although a state con- 
stitution or statute may specifically 
make such evidence admissible.” 
The court did not rule specifically 
on this point. 


Second Wire-Tapping Ruling. 

In another decision today the 

‘court reversed the conviction of| 

three other New Yorkers who had 

mtended that evidence obtained 
a: wire-tapping had been improp- 
erly admitted at their trial. 

Justice Frankfurther, who deliv- 
ered that decision. said: 

“The burden is, of course. on the

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TO OUST HART AS 
JUSTICE OF PEA 


Action .in State Supreme 
Court Charges Marriage 
Mill Operator Has No 
Commission. 


“USURPED” DUTIES, 
PETITION ASSERTS 


Defendant to Contest Suit 
but Asserts Ouster 


Would Make No Differ- 


ence to His Business. 


An ouster suit against George R. 
Hart, operator of a marriage mill 
in St. Louis County, was filed in 
the Missouri Supreme Court today 
by Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach, on the ground that Hart 
has continued to perform marriages 
as a Justice of the Peace although 
his commission expired more than 
a year ago. 

The petition charges that Hart's 
commission expired Nov. 8, 1938, 
but that since that time he has 
“usurped, held, used, intruded him- 


the functions of a Justice of the 
Peace.” 

Hart has continued to “solemnize 
marriages as Justice of the Peace,” 
the petition continues, and has “un- 
lawfully received and claimed. the 
rights, fees and emoluments be- 
longing to and appertaining to said 
office.” : 

Wallach told a Post-Dispatch re- 

porter that Hart has contended he 
still holds office ds a Justice be- 
cause his commission, granted by 
the County Court in 1934, stated 
that he would remain in office until 
@ successor was qualified. 
Although new Justices were 
elected in November, 1938, Wal- 
lach explained, Hart contends that 
none of these can be considered his 
successor because he was appoint- 
ed by the County Court as a spe- 
cial Justice after residents.of... St. 
Ferdinand Township, in which his 
marriage mill is situated, had re- 
quested an additional office of this 
type. 
Wallach added that he had con- 
ferred with Hart and that Hart had 
consented to presenting the ouster 
action to the Supreme Court on a 
bill of agreed facts, 

Hart told the Post-Dispatch he 
would contest the suit, on the 
ground no successor had been quali- 
fied to his office, but did not be- 
lieve the action would interfere with 
the operation of his establishment 

at St. Charles and Natural Bridge 
roads regardless of how it was de-|; 
cided. 

He pointed out that he had been 
performing marriages not only as a 
Justice but also as a minister in the 
“Church of His Holiness,” an evan- 
gelistic body. Moreover, he added, 
“we have other ministers and other 
Justices who also perform mar- 
riages here.” 

A previous ouster suit was filed 
against Hart in 1937 by M. Ralph 
Walsh, the St. Louis County Prose- 
cuting Attorney at that time, who 
challenged the legality of Hart's 

original appointment. The suit was 
heard by Circuit Judge Walter M. 
Dinwiddie of Boone County, who 
ruled against Hart, but Hart’s ap- 
peal still is pending before the Su- 
preme Court.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).— 
An overnight jump of $523,523,822 
in the Federal debt brought it to- 
day to the unprecedented total of 
$41,882,742,768. 

The sharp increase was caused 
by the formal issuance of a half 
billion dollars worth of new Treas- 
ury bonds sold recently. 

The new debt figure, little more

per person in the United States and 
is now about $3,200,000,000 more 
than a year ago.

PARIS. Dec. 11 (AP).—Heavy 
German patrol action on the West- 
ern front, notably in the Saar re- 
gion near a section of the Allied 
line just taken over by British 


troops, was reported again today 
by military sources. | 

The British have received their) 
baptism of artillery fire, it was 
announced, and are taking part. 
with the French in patrol activity. 

In the German scouting sorties, 
raiders at some points reached 
French advance posts, but French 
reports said they were repulsed 
with hand grenades. 

The army high command's morn- 
ing communique was restricted to 
the words: “Nothing to report.” 

Military sources disclosed yester- 
day that a maze of new barbed 
wire entanglements, strung on 4,- 
000,000 posts over an area equiva- 
lent to a belt 2500 miles long and 
12 feet wide, recently had been com- 
pleted. It required 65,000 tons of 
wire and covered 20,500,000 square 
yards. 

In front is the Maginot line, said 
to have been reinforced recently by 
three months of high-speed work 
that normally would have required 
six years. 

In the back is the just-completed 
second defense line, also part of 
the project which, since the war 
started, has consumed 910,000 cubic 
yards of concrete. The French 
said 5,850,000 cubic yards of dirt 
aiso had been removed.

Text of Order to Troops. 

The order of the day issued to 
the British troops before they went 
into action for the first time in the 
current conflict was shown to 
King George when he visited the 
expeditionary force. 

The order read: 

“You have been chosen to go into 
action as the vanguard of the Brit- 
ish army. We shall be in the closest 
touch with our Allies who have ex- 
tended us the warmest of welcomes. 

“Unless everyone had done his 
duty since arrival in France this 
unique honor would not have been 
conferred upon you. The enemy 
awaits our arrival with expectancy. 
The opportunity is yours to main- 
tain and enhance the glorious tra- 
ditions inscribed in your colors. 

“Be vigilant, be cool and fire low. 
To the last man, to the last round 
and a bit more. Not only the eyes 
of your country are upon you but 
those of our Allies and the whole 
empire. 

“With justice on our side the 
proud watchwords will be: ‘On ne 
passe pas!’ (Roughly, ‘They shall 
not pass!’) and ‘On les aura” (’We 
shall win!’)” 


German Command Reports Two 
British Tankers Sunk. 
BERLIN, Dec. 11 (AP). — The 
German Supreme Command an- 
nounced today two British tankers 
of a total tonnage of 18,000 had 
been sunk in the English Channel. 
They were not identified. 
The communique covering yester- 
day's war operations follows: 
“Slight artillery disturbance fire 
On some parts of the front between 
the Moselle River and the Palatin- 
ate forest. Otherwise, the day 
passed quietly on the entire West- 
ern front. Two British tankers, to- 
gether 18,000 tons, were sunk in the 
western exit of the English Chan- 
nel.” :

Finnish Foreign Minister and for- 
mer Stanford University professor, 
was applauded by almost all the 
delegates of 40 nations when he 
rose to speak. 

Almost a third of Holsti’s speech 
was taken up with flinging back 
quotations from former Russian 
Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvi- 
nov’s speech before the Assembly 
two years ago condemning aggres- 
sion in an attempt to obtain league 
aid for the Spanish republicans, 


Demands, “Do Your Duty.” 


Slowly and dramatically, 
Finnish delegate concluded: 

“Gentlemen, do your duty. The 
Finnish people is doing its duty to- 
ward the entire civilized world and 
it is paying with that most precious 
thing of all—its own. blood.” 

“We believe the civilized world, 
which has already expressed its 
great sympathy for us, will not let 
us fight alone against an enemy 
superior in number,” Holsti said. 

“Our position as the front line of 
western civilization permits us to 
expect active aid on the part of all 
civilized nations. 

“To all of these nations the Fin- 
nish people today appeal.” 

Referring to the “People’s” Gov- 
ernment proclaimed in Moscow as 
the Government of Finland, he 
flung back Litvinov’s words of two 
years ago: 

“*The recognition of rebels as a 
legitimdte government is itself an 
intervention on their behalf,’” 

Holsti then said: 

“Now the Soviet Government is 
creating’ its own scandalous prece- 
dent.” . 


Again Quotes Litvinov. 


He expressed his thanks for “the 
great wave of world indignation 
started by Soviet aggression” and 
then quoted Litvinov again: 

“It is time for defenders of peace 
to call a spade a spade and ageres- 
sion an aggression no matter what 
the disguise may be. No interna- 
tional principle justifies an aggres- 
sion, armed intervention or inva- 
sion of other states and violation of 
international treaties which protect 
them.’ 

“Those again are the Soviet’s 
words,” the Finn said, “and yet look 
what they do today!” 

Another wave of applause greeted 
the end of his address. 

Before Holsti spoke, Karl J. 
Hambro of Norway, newly elected 
president of the Asscmbly, warned 
delegates that they must do their 
utmost to halt the Russian-Finnish 
war.

MOSCOW, Dee. 11 (AP).—Russia, 
which is blockading Finland, pro- 
tested today against Great Britain's 
attempt to strangle. Germany by 
cutting off its exports. . 

Contending that Britain's action 
was “without precedent in history,” 
the Soviet note as represented in a 
Moscow broadcast said Russia 
would reserve the right to demand 
compensation for losses. 

The broadcast said the Govern- 
ment considered Britain’s action as 
a “completely arbitrary act.” The 
note was said to have been drawn 
up along the lines of the United 
States protest to Britain but was 
described as “much stronger.” 

“The Government of the U. 8S. 8. 
R. reserves the right to demand 
compensation for losses if a state 
merchant ship of the U. 8. S, R. is 
forcibly escorted to a British or 
French port, or if application of 
the order of Nov, 28 causes some 
other loss to the foreign trade of 
the U. S. S. R.,” the radio an- 
nouncement said. 

On the military front, the Rus- 
sian army reported troops had pen- 
etrated 35 miles into Northern Fin- 
land to the town of Kuolajarvi. The 
advance on all fronts was reported 
from three to five miles. 

“In the Ukhta direction,” said the 
communique, “Soviet troops occu- 
pied the town of Kuolajarvi; in the 
Porosozero direction, the village of 
Johonala; on the Karelian Isthmus, 
the towns of Boboshino and Kirka- 
muolaa.” 

Unfavorable weather restricted 
reconnoitering activity of the air 
force. 

Russian newspapers denounced 
Britain and France for “systemati- 
cally violating international law” in 
their blockade of Germany. 

An article in the Government 
paper, Izvestia, which did not men- 
tion the Soviet blockade of Finland, 
said the British and French con- 
traband lists were illegal and the 
two countries were unlawfully de- 
taining neutral ships. 

A denial that Germany was ship- 
ping munitions to Finland—a ques- 
tion raised yesterday in the Rus- 
sian press—came in the form of a 
dispatch from Berlin quoting the 
German news agency, Transocean, 
as saying Nazi shipments which 
might aid Finland in any way had 
been halted. Transocean also was 
quoted as denying a report that 
Italian planes en route to Finland 
had been allowed to refuel in the 
Reich, 

Moscow newspapers yesterday, 
under headlines which ended with 
a question mark, had printed with- 
out comment reports from Stock- 
holm that Germany was sending 
arms to Finland. 

A diplomatic source interpreted 
the publication of the reports as a 
warning that Russia might break 
off its non-aggression pact with 
Germany if it furnishes war ma- 
terials to the Finns. 

An official German radio broad- 
cast said the reports were “an in- 
vention aimed only to disturb Ger- 
man-Russian relations.”

Also approved was a measure to 
add 2,500,000,000 marks (about $43,- 
000,000) to the 1939 budget to meet 
the crisis and empower the Govern- 
ment to raise long-term loans. 


Hango Attack Fails. 

A Russian air attack Saturday 
on the Baltic port of Hango was 
described in the communique as 
unsuccessful, There were two more 
raid alarms yesterday, but appar- 
ently no planes were sighted. 

Helsinki correspondents, on a 
trip from the western Karelian 
front, found nearly every village’ 
east of Kotka in the hands of the 
Finns. The correspondents had to 
show their passes frequently to 
soldiers on guard. 

In Kotka, Finnish shipping cen- 
ter, all harbor traffic was at a 
standstill. The first day of the 
war, two persons were killed and 
six wounded by bombs there.

Justices Divide, 4 to 4, and 
Lower Court’s Ruling in 
Favor of ' St. Louisan 
Stands.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—By a 
division of four to four, the Su- 
preme Court held today that James 
Lee Johnson of St. Louis County 
was within the law when he deduct- 
ed $380,000 in this income tax return 
or 1932 as a result of selling 10,000 
{shares of International Shoe Co. 
stock to a family corporation, The 
case was heard by eight members 
of the Supreme Court after the 
death of Justice Piercé Butler. 
Since the court was equally divid- 
ed, the decision of the Circuit Court 
was affirmed. 

The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue had disallowed the deduc- 


tion on the ground that the cor- 
poration was formed solely for the 
purpose of avoiding taxes. Addi- 
tional] taxes of $35,488 were as- 
sessed. The Board of Tax Ap- 
peals, with several members dis- 
senting, reversed the commissioner 
and this decision was affirmed by 
the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
June this year. 


rtance to New Deal. 


The suit was considered impor- 
tant by the Governnfent because of 
the New Deal drive against some 
family-held corporations, which 
President Roosevelt has often de- 
nounced as devices to avoid or 
evade 4ncome taxes. 

There was no ‘indication as to

Senator Elmer Thomas of Okla- 
homa, chairman of the Senate Sub- 
committee on War Department Ap- 
propriations, who was in St. Louis 
today as a member of a congres- 
sional party making a 26-day tour 
of inspection of army posts and 
air fields, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the group had found 
the United States military estab- 


lishment “somewhat run down in 
comparison with those of other na- 
tions.” 

As a result of findings. on the 
inspection tour, Thomas added, he 
and other members of the party 
would make a numberof recom- 
mendations at the coming session 
of Congress.

Purpose Is Protection. 


“We are trying to find out what 
should be done to put our national 
defenses in proper and satisfactory 
condition,” he said. “Our purpose, 
of course, is not to conquer other 
nations, but to protect ourselves. 

“For a long time, we thought that 
diplomacy would settle interna- 
tional problems, but we find now 
that some nations haven't wanted 
this and have resorted to the use 
of armed forces. For this reason, 
we must make sure that our de- 
fenses are in order. 

“In comparison to other nations, 
our military establishment is some- 
what run down, and we are plan- 
ning to take steps in Congress to 
remedy this situation. 

“Our findings, in general, have 
been that our airplane factories are 
doing a good job, but that our anti- 
aircraft defenses need considerable 
improvement. We find also that of 
the general equipment of our army, 
some is good, some indifferent and 
some bad.”

OF GIN WISCONSIN 


Bullet From Body Doesn’t 
Match Those Used by 
Man Who Committed 
Suicide. 


CHIPPEWA FALLS, Wis., Dec. 
J1 (AP).—Tests showing the bullet 
that killed one of six persons shot 
to death near here Saturday was 
not fired by the pistol of Donald 
T. Cameron, who killed himself, 
prompted a police theory today 
that two or three persons 
have had a part in one of the 
shootings. 

Meanwhile, Earl Redard, 28 years 
old, a filling station attendant, who 
is expected to die of shotgun 
wounds, was quoted by police as 
saying he was shot by Cameron in 
a $20 holdup. 

Cameron, 35-year-old salesman 
killed himself in the garage at his 
Lake Wissota cottage, where he had 
been pursued by police seeking the 
man who had wounded Redard and 
two others. Before Cameron died, 
authorities agreed, he probably 
shot to death his wife Louise; their 
son, David, 2, and Mrs. Cameron's 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Wilk, 
of Minneapolis. He also is believed 
to have set the cottage afire. 

University of Wisconsin ballistics 
experts reported that a bullet 
taken from the body of Marshall 
T. Brenden, Eau Claire’ service 
station operator found shot to 
death in a cemetery, did not match 
the bullets taken from Cameron’s 
pistol. 

Brenden’s death had been linked 
to the others because of the time 
element and an acquaintance with 
Cameron. Eau Claire police said 
they thought “two and possibly 
three men shot” the 39-year-old 
Brenden. 

An autopsy showed Cameron 
was killed by a shotgun biast, not 
a pistol charge. Sheriff's officers 
said Cameron may have had an 
accomplice. “We are not sure 
enough to do anything yet.’ 

In Cameron’s pockets were found 
@ ransom note intended for a “Mr. 
Linton” and a notebook in which 
was jotted self-counsel concerning 
eare in leaving telltale gum wrap- 
pings and cigarettes. 

Police said the note apparently 
was intended for’ Arthur Linton, 
head of the Eau Claire Citizens 
loan & Investment Co. Clipped 
newspaper letters spelled: “Marked 
money mean death your boy.” Lin- 
ton has an lil-year-old grandson, 
Donald.

Larger Committee Report. 

The larger committee on Aca- 
demic Freedom and Tenure, in its 
indorsement of the conclusions of 
the investigating committee, states 
that any university, with or with- 
out religious affiliations, should not 
dismiss a faculty member except 
after a fair hearing. Such a hear- 
ing, it holds, was denied to Dr. 
Fleisher. The fact that President 
Crimmins had sole ultimate respon- 
sibility of decision does not alter 
this principle, it is declared. 

“Interference with extramural 
activities of teachers,” the larger 
committee says, “should not be re- 
garded as of less significance than 
more direct violations of academic 
freedom of speech and inquiry.” 

In beginning its report, the in- 
vestigating committee outlined the 
organization and administration of 
St. Louis University, maintained 
and operated by the Jesuit Order. 
The president of the university, it is 
stated, is subject to no restrictions 
of power from the faculty, or other- 
wise “from below,” but all the re- 
straints on his power are from 
above—the heads of the religious 
order and, in some local matters, 
the Archbishop of St. Louis. 

While the Medical School, like

The Commander-in-Chief, 
Gort, has had a busy time during 
the King’s visit and I would say 
that he has thoroughly enjoyed it.

The King 
sat down to chicken and a piece of 
Christmas pudding with Lord Gort 
and other Generals. Then there 
was a cup of China tea that he 
took with a young officer in the lat- 
ter’s bedroom, where he smoked a 
cigarette and chatted for a time. 

On his visit to the Maginot line, 
the King was received at one fort 
by a guard of honor and the bard 
of a French regiment with trum- 
pets and drums. In the fort he 
took luncheon with French and 
British Generals far uhder ground 
in that deep fortress manned by 
French technicians and gunners 
who know all its secrets. Here he 
presented the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Order to a French cavalry offi- 
cer who had been a daring leader 
of patrols in that no-man’s land, 
where fierce fights take place be- 
tween groups of picked men who 
take great risks and have desperate 
adventures. He also decorated a 
French pilot who had aided a 
British air patrol in bringing down 
a German bomber.

candidate—but at least one of 
the. disparaging adjectives that are 
being thrown at him by his op- 
ponents ought to be discarded. It 
i; said that the Security Adminis- 
trator’s candidacy is wholly “syn- 
thetic,” the implication being al- 
ways that the candidacy of the par- 
ticular Whoozis whom the critic) 
prefers is something entirely dif-| 
ferent—the product of a great 
popular demand. 

In the sense in which the word 
is applied to the aspirations of Mr. 
McNutt, it means, the dictionary 
says, “not genuine; artificial; fac- 
titious.” That is the meaning that 
the public learned to attach to it 
in the days of bathtub gin.

Mr. McNutt’s candidacy, granted, 
is synthetic. It is something that is| 
being assiduously built up by him, 
and his friends in Washington and 
the State of Indiana. There is no 
swelling national cry for the serv- 
ices of Mr. McNutt’as President. 

But wherein does the campaign 
for Mr. McNutt, in this respect, 
differ so greatly from the booms 
that are being nourished on behalf 
of the other candidates? 

Unless it may be said that the 
third-term effort represents a surge 
of popular sentiment for the re-| 
nomination of Mr. Roosevelt (and) 
this is a question that only time 
can answer), where is the man, on 
either side, who has inspired such 
a public clamor for his election 
as President that the candidacy 
of Mr. McNutt, by contrast, can be 
dismissed as synthetic? 

The answer is that neither among 

the Democrats nor the Republicans 
is there any such candidate—a fact 
which accounts for the uncertain 
state of affairs on both sides and 
the third-term movement on the 
Democratic. 
* Mr. Garner, Mr. Hull, Mr. Farley, 
Senator Wheeler, Gov. Stark are all 
worthy men, all eminently entitled 
on the records to aspire to the 
presidency, but no clarion call 
comes from the public for any one 
of them. The candidacies, actual 
or potential, of all these gentle- 
men are little if any less synthetic 
than that of Mr. McNutt.

‘that this quality, at least in the 


beginning, has attached to the can- 
didacy of nearly every successful 
aspirant to the presidential nomina- 
tion of either party in recent times. 

Go back to 1920. If there was 
ever any build-up candidates for 
whom there was ho popular clamor, 
it was Harding, the choice of a 
little coterie of Republican moguls 
in the famous smoke-filled room 
at Chicago. The winning race for 
the nomination on the other side, 
by Gov. Cox, had a similar artificial 
flavor. 

An exception must be made in 
the case of Coolidge in 1924; he 
had had his build-up earlier. The 
nomination of John W. Davis by 
the Democrats in 1924 was another 
case in point; such public demand 
as existed in the Democratic rank 
and file that year was for the two 
men, Al Smith and McAdoo, who 
killed each other off. 

Smith’s candidacy in 1928 was an 
exception to the rule, for by that 
time he had acquired great popular 
strength, and so also, to some de- 
gree, was the winning effort of 
Herbert Hoover to become the Re- 
publican standard bearer, though a 
lot of hard organization work, in- 
cluding a roundup of . Southern 
delegates, went into his race. 

The great strength of Mr. Roose- 
velt was gained after, not before, 
his first nomination in 1932. Jim 
Farley won that nomination for 
him by the. hardest kind of 
plugging; it was not the result of 
a spontaneous demand from. the 
people, And Mr.. Roosevelt could 
have been “stopped” at Chicago if 
the “allies” against him had sunk 
their jealousies and pooled their 
resources. His candidacy in 1936, 
of course, was of a different sort, 
but Landon’s was not; he, too, 
was a hothouse creation.

The whole point is that a presi- 
dential nomination, in the first in- 
stance, is likely to be won by an 
intensive hunt for delegates, or by 
trading, or both.

No doubt it is against the real 
interests of the German nation that 
Russia should dominate Scandi- 
navia. But the interests of Hitler 
and the Nazi regime are not the 
same as the interests of Germany; 
the problem of the Nazis is how 
they can survive the war, and the 
stronger Stalin proves himself to 
be, the more surely will Hitler pay 
any price for Stalin’s support. He 
has already sacrificed the German 
positidh in Eastern Europe, he is 
now sacrificing the German posi- 
tion in Northern Europe; he will 
next sacrifice the German position 
in Southeastern Europe. 

The more Stalin advances, the 
more must the Nazi regime become 
enmeshed with the Soviets. Already 
they hgve a common military fron- 
tier in Poland.

Finally, a decisive check 
to Communi. n in Europe may help 
the Japanese to realize that they 
will be shortsighted if they make 
an alliance with the Soviets. For it 
will mean that the Allies are surely 
‘going to win the war and re-estab- 
lish their influence in the Pacific, 
and it will mean that Russia, re- 
pulsed in Europe, will again seek to 
advance in the Far East.

Defends Russian Invasion of Finland. 

Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ENERAL MUD did not stop the Ger- 
man drive through Poland. Nature 

smiled at the invader and perfect “Hit- 
ler Weather” prevailed, much to the cha- 
grin of the Poles. 

In Finland, Field Marshal Mannerheim 
stopped the Russian blitzkrieg on three 
fronts, aided by General Snow. Thus, 
mature joins forces with the Finns 
against Russia, universally condemned as 
the brutal, ruthless aggressor. 

Dramatically lifted out of the over- 
flowing stream of events that constitute 
human history, the Russian action seems 
brutal aggression incarnate. Yet, one 
must logically say, the unfortunate inva- 
sion is a result of a series of events 
which began when Finland, in 1917, estab- 
lished their independence with the help 
ef German “Baltikum” troops. 

The Russian colossus, torn by civil war 
and defeated by Germany, was powerless 
to prevent the erection of a group of 
Baltic thumb-nail states. <All of them 
created with the help of powerful friend- 
ly nations, they formed a Northern link 
of that political super-Maginot line of 
the post-war days, the French-financed 
and French-directed “cordon sanitaire.” 

Stretching from the Gulf of Finland 
to the borders of Austria, it served a 
two-fold purpose of keeping the Russian 
ideological pestilence out of Western 
Europe and through its Southern link, 
consisting of Poland, Czecho-Slovakia 
and Austria, checked any ambitions Ger- 
many should ever have in that direction. 

Clemenceau, master mind of Versailles, 
while alive stretchgd his protecting arm 
over his brood of little tough guys. Clem- 
enceau is dead. So are those small na- 
tions, which, while still under the shelter- 
ing influence of France, made a point of 
not getting along with their neighbors. 

Within recent months, three of the 
four post-war created Baltic states have 
given Russia permission to establish gar- 
risons and naval bases. For the first 
time since 1918, the U. 8S. 8S. R., a coun- 
try almost three times as large as the 
United States, is in possession of one 
year-round Baltic ice-free harbor, Libau. 

Finland refused the Soviet demands, 
among them the de-militarization of pow- 
erful fortifications across the Isthmus of 
Karelia—reputed the strongest in Eu- 
rope after the Maginot line and the West 
Wall—only about 20 miles from Lenin- 
grad, a city with a population of 2,776,000. 

The citizens of the second largest city 
of the U. 8. S. R. lived and played in the 
range of Finnish guns. If the leaders 
of Finland did not possess foresight 
enough to see that the friction created 
by the erection of a fortified line on the 
periphery of Leningrad would eventu- 
ally become white hot and spontaneously 
burst into flames, theirs was poor fore- 
sight indeed. 

The untenable status quo is being 
ehanged. The fence built around the 
Baltic to block Russia is collapsing. To- 
day, she is master of her own sea, the 
Baltic, her “window opening to Europe.” 

Perforce, the universal condemnation 
of her Baltic policy will drive her closer 
to Nazi Germany. Could it be that these 
two nations, working hand in hand, are 
forming the nucleus for a United States 
of Eurasia? R. H.

CAN GOOD WILL BE BOUGHT? 

Proposals for the Government to advance huge 
new loans to South America will bear close scrutiny. 
The loans are urged on three grounds: they would 
help further our “good will” policy in Latin America, 
they would tend to stabilize the governments of these 
countries against Fascist and Nazi influences and 
they would aid our export trade to South America. 

If the loans can be advanced on a sound financial 
basis, with reasonable expectation of their being re- 
paid, there is everything to be said in their favor. 
But South American nations are in default on some- 
thing more than a billion dollars of loans floated in 
the United States in the lush '20s, Payments are being 
met on only about 30 per cent of these loans, 

No one will defend the use of Government loans 
to bail out private investors who were betrayed by 
over-eager investment houses into putting their 
money into unsound projects in South America. A 
considerable number of the loans resulted from con- 
spiracies between unscrupulous bopd houses and 
grafting officials of the countries to which the loans 
were made. In such cases, good will would be served 
by letting the natural revaluation run its course. 

The argument that loans from the United States 
would strengthen the existing governments against 
the encroachment of Fascism has rather shallow ap- 
peal. Informed observers ‘of South American politics 
have been amused at the readiness with which the 
dictators and oligarchs of that continent can raise 
a Fascist or Nazi scare when they are in special need 
of a loan from the United States. 

Carleton Beals, Adolf A. Berle Jr. and others have 
stressed the point that it is quite a normal develop- 
ment, rather than a matter of alarm, that the Latin 
American nations have tended to develop a thriving 
trade with Germany, Italy and Japan. South Amer- 
ica is predominantly agricultural, with large sur- 
pluses of farm products for export. It is natural 
that the Latin American nations should develop ex- 
tensive trade with the dictatorships, which are chief- 
ly industrial nations. Those countries can accept far 
more South American products than can the United 
States, embarrassed by farm surpluses of its own. 

The fact that the commodities of which South 
America has an exportable surplus are quite often 
the very commodities of which we have a domestic 
surplus is the solid snag threatening all schemes to 
boost our Latin American trade. 

Yet there are various specialties, particularly lux- 
ury goods, which should find a ready market in the 
United States if we would lower our tariffs suffi- 
ciently. A long-range suggestion is for the United 
States to encourage the development of tin mining 
in Bolivia and the growing of rubber in Brazil, where 
the plant is native. This would give us safe ‘access 
to supplies of two strategic commodities from which 
a war in the Pacific would now cut us off. 

Above all, those anxious to advance our foreign 
trade, not only with Latin America but with other 
parts of the world, should support Secretary Hull in 
his efforts to obtain an extension of the reciprocal 
trade law, which expires June 12, 1940. The agricul- 
tural Midwest, which, like the South, has heen a 
prime victim of protectionism, should give the re- 
ciprocal trade policy loyal support. 

Obviously, no further loans should be made to for- 
eign countries unless we are willing to admit enough 
goods from those countries to enable them to meet 
their interest and principal payments. Unless we are 
prepared to allow other nations to sell their prod- 
ucts to us, any foreign loans, whether made by the 
Government or private banks, are likely to turn out 
to be not loans’ but gifts. 
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NO FLAG-SWITCHING. 

Public opinion went on record so overwhelmingly 
as to change the mind of the President himself a 
few weeks ago in the matter of strict Neutrality Act 
enforcement. However, the United States Lines seem- 
ingly has not learned what the people’s temper is, and 
has proposed another subterfuge. Instead of trans- 
ferring registry to Panama, John M. Franklin, presi- 
dent of the company, now suggests a shift to the 
British, Belgian or Irish flag. 

It won't do. Aside from the fact that those coun- 
tries aren’t in the Western Hemisphere, as Panama 
is, the objections are just the same as those against 
the ruse previously suggested. If Mr. Franklin can 
arrange to sell the ships outright (and shipping will 
doubtless be in demand as sea warfare goes on), then 
well and good. But the idea of the Neutrality Act 
was to keep American financial intefests out of the 
war zone, as well as American citizens, so the flag- 
switching plan is condemned by the public. 

Mr. Franklin complains of financial losses from 
the present situation. That is unfortunate, to be sure, 
but it has been determine. by Congress that no one’s 
chance for profits shal] interferé with the effort to 
keep the country out of war. Since the ship lines have

The Dies committee, seeking new worlds to conquer, 
has broadened its field to splash the smear of rad- 
icalism upon the consumer movement. The move- 
ment’s criticisms of business and advertising, the com- 
mittee’s latest report says, are inspired in large part 
by Communist propaganda. This strange statement 
is made by J. B. Matthews, the committee's “research

THE REPORT IN THE FLEISHER CASE 


| 


After a nine-month period of investigation and con- | 


sideration, the committee named by the American 
Association of University Professors to pass on St. 
Louis University’s dismissal of Dr. Moyer Fleisher 
has made its report. The censuré which the commit- 
tee passes is no less plain for being cast in moderate 

The resignation of Dr. Fleisher, head of the depart- 
ment of bacteriology in the School of Medicine, was 
asked in April, 1938, The request for his resignation 
came as the result of Dr. Fleisher’s sponsorship, with 
some 30 other St. Louisans, of a speech here in behalf 
of Loyalist Spain by “the Rev. Father Michael O’Filan- 
agan.” Catholic authorities here regarded Father 
O’Flanagan as under suspension by the church. 

Dr. Fleisher, with the others, was asked by the 
Catholic Club to withdraw his sponsorship of Father 
O’Flanagan, but declined. His letter of refusal was 
sent, against the advice of the uaiversity authorities. 
It was 10 months later that his resignation from the 
faculty was proposed. -— , ' 

The investigating committee states that “the most 
persuasive explanation accounting for delay is that 
the conclusion by the president that dismissal was 
justified was in fact reached only after constant pres- 
sure on him from outside sources had led him to con- 
clude that it would be desirable to terminate Dr, 
Fleisher’s connection with the university.” 

The report states also that “the long delay of the 
university in asking for the resignation ... may well 
be looked upon as a waiver of the right to dismiss 
a member of the faculty on continuous tenure.” 

The report concludes that although the views 
Dr. Fleisher held on socialized medicine, birth control 
and loyalist Spain played no part in the dismissal, 
they “were operative in creating a definitely unfavor- 
able atmosphere.” 

On the other hand, the report implies doubt as to 
whether Dr. Fleisher went far enough in subordi- 
nating his personal opinions to the university’s aims 
and objectives in public affairs. The underlying fact, 
of course, is that Dr. Fleisher’s devotion to the cause 
of Spanish democracy led him to become out of sym- 
pathy with the public pelicy of the university. 

But it is impossible to see that anything in Dr. 
Fleisher’s conduct justified his dismissal, after 23 
years of service, without a formal hearing of the com- 
plaints against him. This, as the report states, ap- 
pears to be a denial of the fundamentals of due 
process essential to academic freedom and a vio- 
lation of the continuity of tenure necessary to attract 
into the profession men and women of ability. 
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PUGILISTIC PARALLEL.

THE UNEMPLOYMENT TAX RESERVE. 

Unemployment insurance taxes, collected from the 
employers of Missouri, are accumulating at a rate 
out of all proportion to the benefits disbursed. The 
Jefferson City correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
reports that, at the present rate, the balance on hand 
in 1942 will be almost double the $37,000,000 or $38,- 
000,000 deemed necessary for a safe reserve. 

At first glance, this situation seems to offer a 
splendid opportunity for a reduction in the tax. And 
Andrew J. Murray Sr., chairman of the State Unem- 
ployment Compensation Committee, actually favors 
a cut of about 331-3 per cent in the rate. However, 
while Missouri does not want to acquire on a smaller 
scale a gargantuan reserve such as was originally 
planned for Federal social security, it would be 
wise in this case to make haste slowly, 

We have not yet had sufficient experience with 
benefit payments to formulate any hard and fast 
estimates as to their probable totals in future years. 
Further, benefit payments in Missouri have been 
anything but generous. The average weekly check 


— + 


‘has been for only $8.32 for a period of six or seven 


weeks. The maximum payment is $15 a week for 
12 weeks out of 62. Such a dole is hardly adequate, 
and Mr. Murray urges its increase. * 

Also, it should be remembered that the Federal 
legislation, under which the levy is collected, pro- 
vides for an automatic reduction beginning in 1942 
on a graduated merit plan. In other words, an em- 
ployer’s tax will be reduced in direct proportion to 
his emplayment record. 


In the meantime, no other reduction is possible 
without congressional action since the Federal law | 
calls for a 3 per cent payroll tax, of which up to 90 
per cent is allocated to the individual states. When 
it becomes obvious that this is more than they need, 
Congress undoubtedly will reduce the payroll tax 
rate just as it called a halt to the accumulation of

This was the first product seized under the 
new act, and was the subject of the first 
criminal prosecution to be completed. The 
manufacturer was tried on 23 counts, and 
the court ordered a fine of $100 on each 
one, but the Judge in the case announced 
that when $250 had been paid the judgment 
would be satisfied. It is reported that one 
woman who was blinded by the product has 
spent over $10,000 in an attempt to restore, 
partially, the sight she lost. Similar lash 
and brow dyes have been taken off the mar- 
ket through action by the Government.

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signed to affect the structure or function 
of the body. Fat reducers, for instance, were 
not covered in the 1906 law.

Due largely to the appalling results of the 
widespread use of the untested product, Elix- 
ir Sulfanilamide, which caused at least 100 
deaths in various parts of the country, Con- 
gress wrote into the Food and Drug Act’ 
a provision for the review of new drugs by 
the Food and Drug Administration prior to) 
their general use,

During the first year, 1222 applications for 
new drugs were received; 680 of these were 
permitted to become effective. Most impor- 
tant of these is sulphapyridine. This one 
— meant the reviewing of approximate- 
ly cases, representing the work of about 
100 physicians. The general] definition in 
the act of what constitutes a new drug has 
been specifically interpreted through an ad- 
ministrative regulation so that practically all 
developments in the dcrug field will be cov- 
ered, 

The Food and Drug Administration is not 
responsible for the policing of advertising 
of food, drug and cosmetic products. This 
responsibility was granted to the Federal 
Trade Commission under the Wheeler-Lea 
Act, passed in the spring of 1938. 

During the first year of enforcement, the 
Federal Trade Commission instituted and 
acted upon over 1000 cases of alleged false 
and misleading advertising. In 51 cases the 
Federal Trade Commission issued cease and 
desist orders. In 207 cases they entered into

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UNION CLEANERS DROP 
DEMAND FOR PAY RISE 


Proposed Contract Approved, 
Omitting Request That 
Led to Strike. 


A demand for a wage increase of 
15 per cent was omitted from 4 


proposed two-year working con- 
tract approved yesterday by union 
eleaners at a meeting at Unity Hall. 

The contract provides for the 
game wages as heretofore for the 


first year, and a 5 per cent increase 
the second year. The 15 per cent 
wage demand, which union leaders 
gaid was intended to be arbitrated, 
resulted in the strike of cleaners 
and dyers Nov. 8 at 26 plants of the 
St. Louis Dry Cleaners’ Exchange. 
Thirty-five independent cleaning 
establishments, which have been 
operating under a temporary agree- 
ment with the union, are expected 
to sign the new contract. 

The contract also will be present- 
ed to the Dry Cleaners’ Exchange 
in an effort to end the strike. An 
apprentice classification has been 
established for the first time, with 
a wage scale of 30 cents an hour 
for the first six months. Wages 
range upward to 80 cents for dyers, 
and the work week is 46 hours.

Pope Benedict Tried Unsuccessfully for 
Cessation of Hostilities During Christmas 


The Pope’s proposal, made publi¢ 
Dec. 11, 1914, was received favor- 
ably by Germany, but not by the 
other belligerents. Andrew Car- 
negie, American steel magnate and 
philanthropist, peace advocate and 
builder of The Hague Peace Temple, 
commented unfavorably on the sug- 
gestion that the war should be 
stopped for a few days, only to be 
started again. Carnegie, in turn, 
was criticised severely by Cardinal 
O’Connell of Boston for his utter- 
ance. The failure of the Pope’s 
plan was announced a few days 
later. However, many leaves for 
visits to Paris and London were 
granted in the Allied forces. 
President Poincare and_ the 
French Government returned to 
Paris from Bordeaux, where the 
official seat of France was estab- 
lished in the early weeks of the 
war, when Paris was in imminent 
danger.

FAVORED BY 90 PCT, IN VOTE

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (AP).—

gave 803,095 votes for marketing 
quotas and 79,928 against 

The majority in favor of cotton 
quotas was 90 per cent. A favor- 
able margin of 66.7 per cent is re- 
quired by the Farm Act. A year 
ago, in a similar referendum, quotas, 
for this year’s crop received 8&4 
per cent. 

Under the cotton quota system, 
each grower will receive a market- 
ing share. Cotton sold in excess of 
auch quotas would be subject to a 
penalty tax of 3 cents a pound. Only

‘ in their quota: are eligible for max- 
imum Federal benefit payments and 
loans on surpluses.

“MOSCOW STREET, IN PARIS, 
MAY BE RENAMED ‘HELSINKI’ 


Resolution Offered at Noisy Ses- 
* gion at Which Finns’ Defense 
Against Russia Is Praised. 


PARIS, Dec. 11 (AP).—If some 
“egouncilmen have their way, Mos- 
cow street in Paris will become 
-Helsinki street. 

At a noisy session at which Fin- 
“Jand’s defense against Russia was 
. praised, several councilmen intro- 
duced a motion to name a street in 
“the city Helsinki. Other council- 
_men immediately suggested the 
present Moscow street be renamed 
» Helsinki. 

The resolution was referred to a 
eommittee which indicated it would 
give quick approval to the change. 


President Woodrow Wilson, in 
his message to Congress, took 
notice of the questions raised by 
Congressman A. P. Gardner and 
others as to the state of national 
defenses. “We are not ready,” he 
said, “to put into the field a nation 
of men trained to arms. We have 
always found means to defend our- 
selves against attack, and we are 
prepared now to so defend our- 
selves to the utmost, without call- 
ing our people from their necessary 
tasks to render compulsory mili- 
tary service in time of peace.” 

The President said the National 
Guard should be strengthened and 
that camps should be established 
for training in the rudiments of 
military service; also that the Unit- 
ed States should continue to “be 
strong on the seas.” The oppor- 
tunities for friendship and service 
created by the war, he said, “should 
make us ashamed of any thought 
of hostility or fearful preparation 
for trouble.” 

Rear Admiral William B. Fietch- 
er, testifying before the House 
Naval Committee, said the United 
States was “unprepared to cope 
with the most powerful navy in the 
world,” but did not name any Other 
nation in this connection. 


Criticism From Cologne. 

Peace suggestions, in which the 
United States had been mentioned 
as arbitrator, brought an objection 
from the semi-official Cologne Ga- 
zette, which declared that “Ameri- 
can neutrality has been favorable 
to Great Britain.” 

Secretary of State William J. 
Bryan presided at a meeting of the 
Pan-American Union in Washing- 
ton, and representatives of South 
and Central American republics 
discussed measures for keeping 
European . belligerents out of 
American territorial waters.

The answer to that question will 
have to be fotind, not in Washing- 
ton and not in the American press, 
but in London, Paris and Rome. 
For what stands in the way of ade- 
quate reinforcement of the Finns is 
Nazi Germany, which is threatening 
Sweden and is in control of the 
Baltic. And it is only from Britain, 
France and Italy that military help 
can be provided. So the Allies must 
decide the grave question of where 
in Scandinavia they will intervene. 
The Italians must decide the grave 
question of how they will reconcile 
their German alliance with their 
vital interest in checking the Bol- 
shevik advance. 

The power to act, and the re 
sponsibility for action, is in Europe, 
not here, and in our moral indigna- 
tion, we must never lose sight of the 
controlling fact that the obstacle to 
the defense of Finland is Hitler and 
of all the other small nations that 
are caught in the aggression de- 
pends upon the armed might of 
Great Britain and France and their 
allies.

French will understand why, in the 
general state of the world, the 
United States must, despite it sym- 
pathies, remain a non-belligerent in 
the European war. evertheless, 
an American policy of economic 
help and diplomatic intervention on 
behalf of Finland may be of some 
substantial importance when the 
Allies and Italy decide to go into 
action to check Stalin. 

It will mean a lot if the neutral- 
ity law does not have to be 
clamped down upon Finland, Swe- 
den, Norway, Italy and Turkey. It 
will mean a lot if these nations 
that are still neutral, but will soon 
be in the front line of resistance, 
are allowed to have credit, and if 
means are found for facilitating 
and giving priority in the delivery 
of munitions, either directly to the 
threatened nations or indirectly by 
replenishing the reserves of those 
who give help to the Finns and 
the others. 

Moreover, a declaration of soli- 
darity by all, or even by most, of 
the American nations, condemning 
the Bolshevik aggression will not 
be without some value in Berlin. 
For it will remind the German peo- 
ple that Hitler is not the champion 
of Europe against Bolshevism but 
that he is its ally... And more than 
that, it will remind them __ that 
while the Allied blockade of Ger- 
man exports to this hemisphere 
may be disputed in theory, in prac- 
tice, especially if Hitler goes ac- 
tively to the support of Stalin, that 
blockade will be allowed to become 
completely effective.

There are not, I believe, many 
Americans who wish to practice a 
strict and impartial neutrality in 
this new phase of the war. While 
the conviction is well-nigh undni- 
mous and will remain so that the 
United States has too many grave 
responsibilities elsewhere to  be- 
come involved as a belligerent in 
Europe, there is almost no disposi- 
tion anywhere to be neutral in 
thought, and from all quarters there 
comes a demand for affirmative 
diplomatic action 


Some, curiously enough, many of) 


them men who were saying a few 
weeks ago that there is no moral 
issue in the European war, are now 
in favor of going so far as to break 
off diplomatic relations with Rus- 
sia. They should keep their shirts 
on, and not exhibit the instability 
of their judgment, The breaking 
off of diplomatic relations is the 
gravest step a nation can take 
when it is at peace. For it is the 
usual preliminary to a declaration 
of war. The President has, there- 
fore, been wise, I believe, in refus- 
ing to take this grave step, know- 
ing that the country’s sentiment 
and its interest are opposed to tak- 
ing the road to war. 

There is no need to take that 
road at all. The Russians cannot 
possibly get at us and “we cannot 
possibly get directly at them. We 
cannot fight Russia, and there 
would be no sense in taking even 
the preliminary steps toward a war 
with Russia. But we can help our 
friends. And given the political 
geography of the world today, in 
Europe arid in Asia, more can be 
done to help the Finns directly and 
indirectly, now and ultimately, by 
practicing a highly benevolent neu-

Silver in Skin 
Causes a Blue 
Discoloration

HAT causes a metallic bluish 
discoloration of the skin? 

An observing reader has seen 
a man on the streets of her city 
with this condition, Another ex- 
ample was seen at a sideshow of 
a fair. Sometimes blue discolora- 
tion of the face, lips and finger- 
nails is due to congenital deformity 
of the heart, but the discoloration 
which has a metallic sheen is al- 
most always due to a deposit of sil- 
ver in the skin. The conditions is 
known as “argyria.” 


It takes only a small amount of 
silver to discolor the skin this way, 
and the deposit is usually made 
from the use of some silver prepa- 
ration in the form of medicine or 
a drug. Sometimes it may be an 
occupational disease, acquired in 
industry. 


The people who have acquired 
blue skin in recent years usually 
have done so from the use of a sil- 
ver solution used in the nose or 
throat. Silver nitrate, which is fre- 
quently use in throat applications, 
is a very soluble salt of silver, but 
even the organic preparation will 
produce the condition. It is a form 
of chronic poisoning, though there 
is no bad effect except the change 
in the color of the skin. The silver, 
of course, is in other organs of the 
body besides the skin. 


A famous blue man who was a 
frequent exhibit at sideshows was 
a former member of the British 
Army. After his death his body 
was examined and was found to 
contain a little over three ounces 
of silver, deposited not only'in the 
skin, but also in the liver and 
muscles. 


Of course, the deposit in the skin 
turns darker and has a more metal- 
lic sheen than any place else be- 


the silver salts after they are de- 
posited in the skin—the same ac- 
tion as an old-fashioned photo. 
graphic plate. 


In recent years it has been dis- 
covered that people who have to use 
silver can be protected by éxam- 
ining the skin around the nails. In 
all cases the silver is deposited 
here before it can be seen in the 
general complexion. It is also pos- 
sible to remove the silver deposit 
from the skin. A reducing fluid, 
such as is used on a photographic 
negative when it is too,thick due to 
overexposure, can be injected into

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Recipes for 
Apricot and 
Nut Breads

HERE always is a place for a 
TT nome-made quick bread, wheth- 

er it is used with a salad at 
lunch or for tea either merely sliced 
and buttered or as sandwiches. 
Cream cheese is a delicious filling 
for sandwiches of this sort. 

All white flour or part whole 
wheat and part white flour may be 
used for both nut and fruit breads. 
Brown sugar or molasses is some, 
times used for sweetening. Nuts 
are sometimes used by themselves 
or in combination with bran or 
fruit. When a moist fruit such as 
soaked dried apricots is put into 
the batter, caré must be taken that 
other liquids are reduced propor- 
tionately. The batter for all breads 
of this type is thicker than a cake 
batter. A moderately slow oven 
should be used. 


NUT BREAD. 


Three cups whole wheat flour; 
two teaspoons soda, one and one- 
half cups bread flour; one and one- 
half teaspoons salt, five teaspoons 
baking powder, one and one-half 
cups brown sugar, One and one-half 
cups sliced nuts, three cups sour 
milk or buttermilk. 

Mix dry ingredients together. Add 
nuts and mix well. Add mik and 
stir well. Pour into two greased 
loaf pans and bake about an hour 
in a slow oven, 325 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

APRICOT BREAD. 

One-half cup dried apricots, one 
egg, one cup , two tablespoons 
melted butter, two cups flour, three
